gation efforts which specifically 
targetted the Chinatown area. The 
SeatmstresseS” counsel，noting the 
equal:enforcement of law Tegard- 
less of political beliefs，religion， 
and Trace guaranteed Under the 
Constitution， alleged that the 
Employment Development De- 
partment，which had initiated the 
invVestigation had not examined 
the total garment 让 dustry city- 
WwWide，but had instead focused on 
the Chinatown region . 
EXPERT 

The district attorney:s office， 
Tepresented by Hugh Levine, has 
contended that the investigation 
Was not directly targetted at Chi- 
natown，but that instead Prelim- 
jnary general investigation and let- 
ters of complaint had identified 
the area. 


At Friday's hearings，defense- 


attorneys first called Paul Ong, a 
Tesearcher Who had worked on a 
SUIVey of Chinese garment work- 
ers funded through .the Institute 
of Mental Health and conducted 
through the Chinatown Housing 
and Health Research Project. Ong 
Was accepted by Levine and the 
court as an eXpert Witness on the 
Subject of Chinese garment worIK- 
eiS.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 In the 
wake of government cutbacks and 
shrinking resources for public 
Schools, concern about the quality 
of public_ education has grown， 
Trying to bridge some of the gaps 
left by budget cuts is the SF School 
Volunteers_ program The non- 
Profit agency was established in 
1963 and woiks with the SF 
Unified School District and com- 
munity volunteers “Who help 
teachers and administrators Pro- 
vide services that the district canit 
afford. The program is staffed by 
Some 2,300 volunteers and serves 
Over 100 schools in the district. 

LANGUAGE 

In the “Pathway to English” 
program，Yvolunteers work with 
newcomer students to gain English 
Skills， 

“The kiqs are pretty fast，bnut 
I have to admit that one day a 
week is not enough,”said Gordon 
Mark，volunteer at the Redding 
School，1420 Pine St, Mark，who 
works as a postal clerk,，spends 3 
hours every Thursday helping two 
Vietnamese boys in third grade 
with their English and math 
studies. 

“Idevote most of the time on 
]anguage: spelling and learning 
how to read,”Mark said.“TI find 
that they are very gooad in math 
skills. TI don't think they need that 
much tutoring in that 一 theyre 
like whizzes in 让 .” 

Mark，who is 37 and was born 
in Hong Kong，got involved in the 
program about two months ago 
after seeing an advertisement for 
the project, Although not trained 
in education，he was a volunteer 
for the Big Brothers of America 
Program 2 years ago, 

“Its an empathic type of thing. 
Tve been here about 32 years and 
I cant remember how I felt back 
then，but I imagine coming-to a 
strange country where the 


language is totally _ different 工 


would need someone to extend a 
hand and help me get by this 
obstacle，he said. 

ONE-ON-ONE 

When Mark goes to his tutesging 
session， knowing the students、 
needs is first，and be finds out 
from the teacher in what means 
the students are deficient， 

Besides helping the students, the 
added assistance is helping 
teachers deal with heavy work- 
loads，“She (the teacher) is 


Mark 


somewhat relieved that she gets a 
little heljp,， Mark said.“When the 
students are behind and having 
difficulty， she cant spend too 
much time on them because she 
has the rest of the class to deal 
with.” 

The tutoring sessions make an 
impact， Mark believes，“These 
kids are improving and their 
language skills are getting a little 
better; their _ examinations and 
spelling are imnproving,”he said. 

Most tutors volunteer several 
hours a week. Although Mark 
thinks the program is good，he 
feels more time is needed for 
indqividual tutoring. 

“There is only so much time you 
can have at school with them, and 
Ithink more one-on-one attention 
at home where there is more 
concentration is needed,” he 
noted. 5

Sometimes the language barrier 
can make it difficult for both 
student and tutor alike.“The kids 
might start_ hitting on a conver- 
sation in their language and hereI 
am trying to get them started with

again,”Mark said，But he said 
that discipline is not really a 
problem and that he has good 
rapport with his students，

Zheng Lianqien's obsessive hunt 
for his Parents began in 1972 
When his foster family admitted 
that rumors of his racially-mixed 
Dackground were true, he recently 


told the ZLos Amgeles Times at the 


home of Jean and Way Lew，an 
Alhambra couple serving as his 
latest sponsors,，Through detective 
work，he discovered from ac- 
quaintances of his mother，Li 
Shuzhen, that his father had been 
a member of the transport batal- 
liori of the lst Marine Division. By 
selling his blood，Zheng made 
several trips to Beijing where he 
contacted officials at .the 
American 了 mbassy and several 
American ”reporters， However， 
searches of military files in his 
behalf were fruitless. 

More intent than ever to_get to 
the US，Zheng stole _ across the 
border into Hong 天 ong，where he 
Was financed by a truck driver 
and befriended by a relative of 
Jean Lew.

”Dance Collective Work

What do you presume would 
happen when four artistic direc- 
tors are put in charge of the same 
dance company? Varying styles? 
Mixed programs? Disagreements? 
These consequences would only be 
natural, Fortunately，the  Oberlin 
Damnce Collective,，which is run by 
four artist directors， functions 
somewhat unnaturally， Judging 
from its recent performance 
(March 26-28 at the Performance 
Gallery)， everything works 迹 
harmony。 Individuality does not 
subside due to the collective spirit， 
Tior does it get in the way， 

IIhereis acommon ground that 
the five pieces of work on the 
program share: their ability to 
entertain, he dancers，who seem 
to be enjoying themselves tre- 
mendously， communicate their 
feeling with the audience directly. 
What is fun to do is also fun to 
watch ， 

ENGAGINC 

_Format 17，an athletic dance 
choreographed by Brenda Way， 
Imight be thought of as slightly out 
of the line.，Vay created the dance 
based on time scores written by 
RandolphColeman. Two dancers 
are featured,，each corresponds 
with a time keeper who sets the 
Imovements and decides the time 
period they have to be completed 
iDR，The concept itself jis interes- 
ting，but its form turns out to be 
mijldly distracting. One is at first 
preoccupied with how the pre- 
determined signajls are carried 
out，then is concerned 让 the 
dancers are doing what they are 
told. It is like witnessing spectator 
sports without a chance to _cheer 
(or to boo，for that matter); the 
rules of the games became the 
game itself. 

It is also the most engaging 
work of the evening， largely 
because the dancers， Je 插 
and Livia Blankman, form such a 
captivating pair: Though barely 
dancing together， their energy 
levels spark off one another. It is 
hard to take our eyes off them ， 

They are reunited briefly near 
the end of Dimzipnishimng 及 etu77is， 
also choreographed byVWay. Way 
utilizes a larger canvas here，but 
the result is less exciting. It has a 
familiar look，and it lacks the 
Special magic that would dis-

Sarily loud， 

As theatre，it lacks focus and 
depth.

The qdqancers rush about 
with seemingly nothing to do， 
punching each other, telling sense- 
less jokes，or merely sitting on the 
floor folding laundry， Even the 


best moment，the love duets，is 
executed ”with _ stuffiness， The 
freshness that one associates With 
Contact Improvisation is not to be 
found，nor is the badly needed 
precision , 

Conceived and choreographed 
by John - LeFan， Galoestom is 
perhaps best Temembered as a 
failed experiment. Though experi- 
ments are healthy and to be 
encouraged,， some of them simply 
do- not work out，and there is 
nothing better to do than to learn 
from them， then leave them 
behind.

Occidental Signs Coal 
Mining Agreement with China 


BEIJING -The Chinese govern- 
Iment reached an agreement last 
Week with Occidental Petroleum 
Corporation allowing the com- 
pany to study the feasibility of a 
15-million-ton-a-yeat Surface coal 
mine，the world's 1largest， 记 
Shaanxi province. The study is 
expected to conclude in a joint 
venture projected to yield $600 
million in annual revenues Over 25 
years，according to reports in the 
New Yo Tzznres andZLos 41geles 
了 272eS. 

With proven reserves of 1.4 bil- 
lion tons of coal，the Chinese 
hope the 14.7-square-mile Ping- 
shuo open-cut mine will produce 
45 million tons of coal a year 
eventually. China's cuiient amnnual 
output 让 600 milion tons. 

PEARTINERS 

Armand Hammer, Occidentals 
board chairman and chief execu- 
tive officer，expressed confidence 
that China would agree to a joint 
Venture, the terms of which have 
already -been worked out，when 
the feasibility study is completed 
by the end of this year. 

Under the agreement, the two 
Sides would split the profits even- 
ly .until Occidental Tecovers its 
$230 million investment.， After 
that，China would receive 609%5 of 
the Pirofits，Management would 
Iotate between the two partners.
